fetting his name to his piece: for when 
any perſon, or body of meu, are public- 
ly accufed of any thiag enormous or 
criminal, if the accufer does not appear, 
then alf the calumay contained in the 
accufation, returns upon him who fet 
forth and publifhed the complaint; 
which conelude is the reaQon that none 
of the gentlemen of the aſſembly have 
not wrote upon this matter: But I be- 
ing of the lower rank of mea, aad hav- 
ing my coaverfe with ſuch, having found 
many of my equals (yet freemen in the 
State of Vermont) have got their minds 
ſubverted trom that fimplicity, and qui- 
et fubmiffion to government and officers 
of their owa chooling, that they were 
wont to be poſſeſſed of; and having 


waited like Elihu, and none ſpake aright, 


thoupht I would thew mine opinion. 
And here I would ſuggeſt fomething 
concerning the taxation of lands, And 
firſt, it is a known principle, and maxim, 
that juriſdiction implies property, and 
in republic fates includes it: and on this 
view of the matter, the property of the 
whole of the lands in the diftri& of the 
New. Hampthire grants, was in the peo» 
ple as foon as they took up juriſdiction 
in contradiction to the king of Great- 
Britain, who had referved the property 
of thoſe lands, and the juriſdiction over 
the people who mould inbabit them, 
ſolely to himſelf. And fo it was, that 
during the contclt with Great- Britain, 
thofe lands wirhout the lines, were not 
the peoples in poſſeſſion, but Was theirs 
in reverſion. Hence, when the legifla- 
ture paſſed au act for laying a tax on 
lands; it was laid on all the towns graut - 
ed by the crowu, whether within or 
without the lines; and right it ſhould 
be; for this tax was railed to defray the 
coli of defending and fupporting tbe in- 
dependence of this republic, which doth 
include the property of the land: yet, for 
wife reafons bell known to themſelves, 
the legiflarure deferred the collecting ti e 
tax on thofe towns without the lines, 
till they were in actual poſſeſſion of them; 
as they actually were by the refolves of 
Congiefs in 1782, acknowledging the 
fovercignty and independence of the 
State of Vermont, 8 
Britain acknowledged that of the United 
States, including that territory of land; 
and now the jarifdi@ion right of the 
State of Vermont iu and over theſe lands, 
beiog clear from all claims and demands

and bequeathed to the prantees, all the 
right, title, and intereſt, which the peo- 
ple hed in and over thefe lands, with 
this proviſo, that the grantees did, at 
certain periods of time, make fettlement 
and become good members and fubjetts 
of this vicinity; and the power of taxing 
theſe lands being then in the freemen in 
the State, and by them fold and tranf- 
mitted-to the grantees’ of theſe towns, 
folely for and during that ſpuce of time 
which their charters give them to fettle 
in ; therefore, that the lepiflature of this 
State thould lay a tax on any of the new 
grants, is wrong and incopfiftent with 
every principle of law and juſlice: and 
as I think there zre two or three of the 
new granted towns in the laſt liſt of tax- 
ation, it is hoped the general aſſembly 
will re conſider that in their next ſeſſion.

When he. has 
procured as many as he chooſes, the reft 
go to their ceſpꝛctive homes, while the 
recruits are immediately marched to ome 
ditn place, without being permitted to 
tike leave of their friends, ot to go back 
amia When they arrive at the place 
ofdeflioation, they are cloathed and put 
ia dilciplise, and after a month {pent ig 
ſchooling them thus, they are fent to joia 
the armies which are on real ſervice. 
Should a man defert, his own relations 
ars obliged to fiad bim; if caught, he is 
kaotred ; if not, the family muſt ſupply 
two men jo his p'ece.

id. He reduced water to a vapour, aud 
(in a receiver) placed it in a cold ‘bath 
18 and an half degrees below cypher. 
The fides of the receiver were inftantly 
covered with a hoar froft, and by intro- 
ducing a large quantity of electrick matter, 
hail and fuow were formed. He litewiſe 
reduced water placed in a vaſe, ia the a- 
foreſaid cold bath, to hail, by electrifyiog 
it, and immediately letting it run off into 
the cold bath.
